The work of the Medical Missionary Society 
at Sai-nam ond the vicinity during the. past 
year, as during the preceding one, has been 
under the charge of Ch‘an, who has. 
given mo much satisfaction in the way in 
which ho has'attended to his duties. 

During the summer tho streets of Sai-nam 
were frequéitly flooded from the high water 
and ofir operations there wore necessarily 
suspended as no patients oame to the Dis- 

ensary.. At this time the river dykes near 

hek-Kok on the North River gave woy and 
paused a large tract of country to be inun- 
dated, Agmuch sickness resulted owing to 
insufflcienoy of food, and a want of proper 
shelter, 1 transferred the assistant tempora~ 
rily from Bai-nam to the town of Shek-kolk.. 
Tho results showed the wisdom of the step, 
for thousands‘sought relief at tho new Dis- 
pensary ond the places temporarily opened 
in some of the neighbouring towns. The 


applicanta for relief euftored especially from |. 


anmmia, malarial fever and rheumatism. 
Medicines‘have been dispensed at Tsing- 
yuen city, the towns of Lo-pau and Tai- 
tong on the North 'Riyer.and Pok-nai on 
the West Rivor, Mr Ch‘an bas spent,ten 
days of cash month at Sai-nam, the North 
River towns and Pak-nai, respectively. In 
this way many more have availed them- 
selves of the benefits of the Dispensary than 
heretofore,. Woe have secured permanent. 
premises st Shek«kok and hope to do the 

same at Tsing-yuen. 

- Religious services have been held in con- 
nection with’ the dispensing of Medicines, 
and at Shek-kok especially, many have 
attended preaching, and a number gather 
together of an avening to read tlie Bible, 
6 donverta haye beon baptized during 
‘the year, one from the vicinity of Sai-nam 
and the others from Shok-kok. .
